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Ordinance Unit Rejects 
Physical Exams Measure 


The Ordinance and Rules Com- 
mittee has recommended to the 
City Council that a proposed or- 
dinance governing physical exam- 
jnations for city employes be re- 
jected. The committee’s decision, 
on a 2 to 1’vote, was made after 
airing the problem for three hours. 

Opposition to the ordinance 
came from city employes who 
felt that the administrative serv- 
ices director would be given too 
much power. The ordinance stated 
' that physical examinations would 
be required of prospective em- 
ployes and those returning from 
sick leave. ‘ 

The objectors’ basic contention 
is that there is no right of appeal 
from an adverse physical report, 
plus the fact that an examination 
could be ordered for an employe 





at any time after the minimum 
amount of sick leave time had 
been taken.

Councilman Roy F. Brown did 
not like the idea of filing the 
physical examination ordinance.

Stricter enforcement of exist- 
ing ordinances was recommended 
by a number of city employes 
themselves.
